Fit* Titos, Sifcwilks, Stone Sills, 


Social etiquette in Holland is nottobs 


compared to thut of tbe table. 
If the 


one fi curious, the other is supremely 
droll. It is amusing to see tbe Dutch 
eat. They take tlieir plateful as soon 
MI they are helped, ana cnt it up into 
morsels. Then they lay tlio knife in 
front of tho plute, and leaning on the 
table with the left hand, proceed to ea< 
all with tho fork. 
I never saw food 


eaten otherwise, except that some des- 
serts are shoveled with the spoon instead 
of the fork, two spoons lying with knife 
and fork at each plate. All this is 
etiquette. Beside tho plate a hand-rest 
U sometimes placed, for it is necessary 
that one should half recline on the table 
There is no such thing as changing eov 
era, and be tbo courses two or twenty 
they are served on the same plate, am 
the same knife, fork, and spoon are 
used. The napkins ate kept in aecvlci 
nntil the washerwoman has to meet i 
big bill for soap! The meals are break 
fast, lunch (koilij), dinner, and supper 
The first meal is at any time from s'u 
to nine, and among the better class o 
people the guests can take it in bed i 
they prefer. 
Lunch is at twelve o'clock 


dinner is from four to half past live 
supper is at any time—seven, nine, o 
eleven o'clock in the evening. Break 
fast and lunch are exactly alike, excep 
that there is tea at the former and co 
fee at lunch. Supper consists of lea, 
biscuit, and pastry, and is served in th 
parlor quite as often as in tho dining 
room. 


One supper at which I was a guest I 


shall always remember. At nine o'clock 
the hostess left the card-board, spread 
the'table-cloth, and placed the dishes. 
Then she brought out a spirit lamp, 
which she lighted with a match from the 
match-box on tbo table, and having

The venerable and eloquent Col. 


Harper spoke at the court house last 
evening, under the auspices of the 
Knights of Labor. 
He was greeted 


with a good audience, considering the 
strong state of the weather, who lis- 
tened very attentively to the words ol 
wisdom and eloquence to which he 
gave expression. 


Mr llarper started out by invoking 


a strict observance of and respect for 
the law, because any general step in 
violation of the law is a step toward 
anarchy. He eschewed party politics, 
and declared his purpose to deal with 
facts, and hurl wholesome self-evi- 
dent truths, let them strike whom 
they will. 


He spoke of the rise and fall of the 


Egyptian and Roman Empires, and 
proceeded to show the cause which 
led to their downfall. In the light 
of the past, he reviewed the present, 
and proceeded to point out tho duty 
of the people if they wished to pro- 
mote their individual and national in- 
terests, and continue to rise in the 
scale of social and national civiliza 
tion, 


He deiir ed the moral and munici- 


pal law, showing the duty of the peo- 
ple under both, and contended that 
as a nation we cannot stand still—we 
must advance or retrograde. His 
definition of statesmanship was elo- 
quent, and his claim for a higher or- 
der of it was made plain by several 
pointed illustrauona. He said that 
bad laws were the damnation of na- 
tions, and that all great nations that 
have gone down, went down in con 
sequence of bad laws, badiy adminis 
tered. 


In speaking of the condition of the 


laboring classes of the present day, 
he asserted that by our system of tax- 
ation and false theory of protection, 
the laboring men wore more deeply 
iind more damnably wronged than 
ever the slaves of the south were. 
That while monopolies are being 
built up under government protection,

the laboring class is degraded to a 
condition of serfdom worse than ever 
existed in the form of human slavery 
m the south. A law that wrongs and 
oppresses the laborer, and prevents 
him frjm earning his bread by the 
sweat oi Lis brow, must come off the 
statute book, eituer by the ballot or 
by the bullet, and it will come off, as 
certain us God's justice never slum
